Hie added that a million million horse power fram the harnessing of the 
winds and tides could be obtained continuously for about a millien years if 
heavy industry were directed towards their exploitation instead of urmaments, 


In a part of the lecture dealing with the 
aubject of world poyerty and the challenze 
it presented ta scientists, Prof, Coulson 
said: : 

Tam not exaggerating when To say that 
anyone who looks objectively ait thy world 
ns a whole cannot escape being struck by 
the fact that mankind lives continually on 
the hrink of famine. A recent pamphlet, 
War on Want, published by the Association 
for World Peace, begins with these words: 
“Pwo-thirds of all the men, women and 
children an earth live their lives sur- 
rounded by squalor, hunger, disease, star- 
vation, illiteracy and premature death.” 


Two-thirds po hungry 


And as the Chief Information Officer of 
tho Pood and Agricullure organisation of 
ihe United Nations pat it, “only one-sixth 
of the people in the warld live in regions 
where there is enough food to gu round... 
and things are petting: worde ... every diy 
there are 75,000 additional people in’ the 
world... to keep fevel on the rather poor 
standard of nutrition that we have--with 
two-thirds going hungry —we must produce 
by 1860 yinety per cent. more than we pra- 
duced in 1946.” 


Yot, in fact, we are going back, sinee, last 
year, the total agricultural production went 
up only two per cent. 

In olden days we might have been temn- 
ted to ignore this, auying that aneh poverty 
was nat new in human history; and indeed 
it is as old as man. , 

But today we cannot ignore it, For the 
Industrial Revolution has aceentuated the 
enormous disparities that exist, and af the 
game time shown us these thinire need nol 
be, 

One result of the great surgings of the 
buman mind, that have recently hean trans- 
forming peaples’ thought, in Africa, in Ine 
dia, in Egypt or in Russia, has been that 
“for the first time im history, the peeptes 
that live jn poverty begin te know that 
their poverty ts not on inevitable condition 
of Waman fe" And only those who are 
blind to the raeaning of recent eventa in 
Kenya and Persia can deny that peace is 
dependent upon at least a partial satisfac 

ition of human need—what the Christian 


werk calls un inalienable right of all the 
children of God, 


Tn Persia--a country on the rager's edge 
——Hine-tenths of the peeple are  under- 
nourished, How can there fail to be some 
canneclion between the threat toa peace, 
which looms there today, and the fantastic 
fact that ont of 410 million acrua of poten- 
tially cultivable ground, not quite three 
per cent. are actually under cultivation, and 
even then, the apricultural methods are so 
winitive and knowledps of sound his- 
wandry so Jacking, that production is wh 
sunlly low? 

Tan nol surprised that one-third af the 
Badgel revenue goes to maintain public 
order and keep down disturbances, Nor 
can fo avoid the conclusion that an en. 
lightened scientitie polley is an absolate 
essential if we would dent constructively 
with this trouble-centre af warld peace.

The representatives of the white settlers 
in Southern Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland have bad their meetings in 
Landon and have agreed upon their report, 
which will now be presented to their respec- 
tiva pariiainents and to the British Parlia- 
ment, and will be the subject of a referen- 
dum af the white population of Southern 
Lhodesia, 

The fact that there dias been ao Con- 
ference and thal agreement has been 
reached mmmy lead some British newspaper 
readers tu ussume that there has been 
some real attempt (o meet the objections 
of the African populations. 


This is nat so. The process of give and 
take has beon between whites and whites 
only, The objections of the black popula- 
tlons are too fundamental to be aecammo- 
dated within the framework of the scheme. 

The queation whether, in the estimate of 
British polilicians, or of the white settlers 
in the lands concerned, the native inhabi- 
taunts would benefit from the proposals ene 
bodied in the scheme must be rewarded as 
u secondary motter, It has been made ab- 
solutely clear that the great majority of 
the population of the three territeries do 
not want the scheme and thelr chiefs have 
asserted that it will be resisted. 

Although this is frequently denied b 
thoxe doing the “ public relations” wor 
on behalf of various seetions of the white 
autllers, the question could easily be settled 
by a plebiscite which would elicit the views 
of the population of six million African 
natives as well as the views of the 129,000 
white settlers in Southern Rhodesia. 


This genuine plebiseite of the whole 


population, however, is one that will not be 
tuken, 

hero js, in fact, no real doubt as Lo the 
attitude of the native Africans on the aub- 
ject even in Lhe minds of the whites, The 
Aenior nominated member for African in- 
terests (a while, of course) in the NorLhern 
Rhodesian Legislative Council bas said that 
if thu scheme were ferced through: 

“Wor the first time a major issue would 
have been settled on this racial basis. 

’ A number of cifarts have been made | 
to pe) round the faetor of African appo 
sition by deelaring that the opposition | 
does not oxisl or is greatly exasperated, 
amd that Afriean opinion has been 
iravely misled, and that it is completely 
misinformed.” ' 
That this opposition did not exist, he said, 

was not true; whether it had been exagger- 
ated was not material; and if it was true 
that African opinion was misinformed, the 
way to par this right was by instruction. 
Tt seems apparent, however, thal the op- 
ogiijon of the native Africans and their 
Waders ig explained by the faet that they 
but too fully 


misinformed,

Indian Truce Proposals 


ee by Mrs. Pandit, leader 

of the Indian UN delegation, 
and by Mr. Nehru raise again the 
question why the Indian Truce pro- 
posals received such cavalier treat- 
ment by the Russian delegation to 
the United Nations. 


Mr. Nehru says that the prineiples of 
the resolution were communicated to the 
Peking Government early in  Novenher. 
They had previously reeeived encourage- 
mont from the Chinese government in their 
endeavours to find «a solution. 


“Phere was no commitment on the part 
of the Chinese yovernment but neither was 
there a denial.” 

The resolution had been framed on the 
principles with which the Peking Govern- 
ment bad been acquainted. Their rejection 
in the United Nations had therefore come 
as a disappointment. 

Mrs, Pandit has said that the Indian 
delezation was under the impression that 
serious thought was being given to the 
resolution by the Conmmunist countrigs and 
the announcement by Mr. Vyshinsky that 
the Chinese rejected the resolution came 
therefore na a surprise, . 

It, is evident that while discussions were 
heing carried on by Britain and America 
fo get some modification in the original 
Indian pruposuls there were also same dis- 
cussions poling on between Russia and 
China whieh resulted in their destruction.

The earlier aecount of the deciphered code 
message, however, remains the uncheeked 
testimony of the camp command, and even 
viven its truth the orders that resulted in 
the earlier massacre have still to be 
justified. 


Dangerous gambling 


HERE was unintentional humour 

in President Hisenhower’s sug- 

gestion that the U.S. Seventh Fleet 

has been engaged in proteeting 
Communist China ” 

[tis significant that Kisenhower has felt. 
it necessary to use such language to dis- 
guise the real fact that the State Deparl- 
ment is no longer prepared to prevent the 
Nationalists from causing fresh difficulties, 
but is indeed to encourage them to do so. 

It may well be that the new orders will 
not make any profound difference for the 
time being, though in view of the past his- 
tory of the China Lobby Chiang Kai-sliek’s 
own ambitions and a proposed visit” by 
General MacArthur, it would not he wise 
to assume that he will not risk an attack 
on the mainland of China. 

Aetion by Chiang Kai-shek might well 
lead to the invoking of the mutual assis- 
tance pat between Russia and China and 
put the American Fleet in danger from 
submarine atlicks. Moreover it would give 
Russia a legitimate reason for asking the 
United Nations to stizmatise Nationalist 
China as an areressor. 

The whole business seems to us to be not 
so much of a policy as a gamble. Bisen- 
hower wants to keep Peking guessing and 
rambles on their not calling his bluff. Bluff 
and gamble play too big and dangerous 
a part in international relations. 

The Peking government tly their aircraft 
into action in Korea from bases in China 
gambling on the fet that America will not 
regard that as a reason for declaring war 
on China. 

America protects Nationalist bases on 
Formosa, gambling on the faet that China 
will not declare war on America. 

But it should not be forgetten what hap- 
pened when Hitler gambled on the fact 
that he could go his own way and yet avoid 
war.

Catholics and Pacifism 


By JOHN 


ATHOLICS are taught what St. 
Paul taught, that human author- 
ity has God’s sanction, 


The world could not funetion witheut. 
soeial and politieal order. Our Lord himself 
taught us to render unto Caesar the things 
that are Caesar's. So, the Catholie’s niost 
spontaneous attitude in relation to. the 
State is to obey any command he is given. 


But Cathohes too are taught to render 
unto God the things that are God's; and 
he is also told always to obey his own con- 
saence. This fact is not perhaps widely 
known outside the Church itself, But. it is 
true that the confessor's advice ig always 
that a nian must respect his own conscience, 
The Church teaches the general principles. 
Bach individual has to use his own jude- 
ment in applying them xseecording to his 
conscience, 

So we see that although Catholics will 
he inclined to support that immediate 
“common sense” attitude which says you 
must obey the State, and especially when 
it is enjoining you to do such an obvious 
thing as defend yourself aud your fellaw 
countrymen, yet. onee they start ta ponder, 
Cathohes will also be quite likely toa be im- 
pressed by the arguments for refusing to 
fight. 


Power of the State questioned 


The aetual situation reflects these prin- 
ciples, And 2 growing: number of you 
people in the Church are questioning the 
rizht of the State te compel them ta fipht. 
In the United Stites, the most radical of 
the Catholic papers, The Catholic Worker 
(223 Chrystie Street, New York City, 15, 
U.S.A.) is pacifist by poliey, It prints about 
60,000 copies gach month, Another journal 
there called lufegrity (157 Kast d8th 
street, New York 16) 18 alsu,sympathetie. 


In England there is the Pax Bulletin, 
Abroad there is the Meoavemen! Chretien de 
fa Paix. with its publieation Ruuter de le 
Paw (49 Rue Dueale, Brussels). Amonyzat 
Catholic dheologians on thea continent ir. 
Pierre Lerson, S. do and Fr, Stratmunn, 
O. P., are pacifist. 

Yet none of this amounts to a creat deal, 
and in my own personal opinion it must be 
fairly admitted that the whole subject is 
well averdue for oa therough examination 
by theologians in the Cathole chureh, and 
that the congcience of laymen needs to be 
Putoon the alert a great deal more, The 
subject waa in fact on the agenda far con- 
Sldevation hy the Vatiean Council; bui the 
eubjeet was not reached before the Couneil 
Was ndjourned owing ta troubles in Rome 
The Council has never been resumed—some 
Bay becnuse there are no theologlans 
worthy of the task today! 


J Nevertheless there is growing up in the 
Church a body of opinina which auceests 
that pacifism might became the prineipal 
aim of » new “order” of Jay peaple in the

Church. One of the distinetive marks of 
the growth of the Church in the present 
century has been the desire af Jay people 
to follow what theologians call “ithe way 
of perfection” aud take vows whilst yet 
remaining in the world. 

We ean look back here to the Third Order 
of St. Francis, the Franciscan Tertiaries. 
St. Francia forbad them ta take up arms, 
and he was supported in this by the Pope, 
since hy refusing to take up arms, they 
bvake away from the old feudal obligations 
and the way was opened for vn reduetion in 
the power of local lords. 


As inany readers will know there are 
similar tertiavigs of other orders; Evie Gill 
was n Dominican Tertiary and a pagifiat. 
Se he was keeping np oan old tradition, 
rather than starting a new one, But this 
time the idea was confined ie a small yera. 
It oneiy well be, however, that this group 
was prophetic of what is to come and that 
some new “secular institute” or order of 
lay people may arise who take, as one of 
thelr weapons in the “way of perfection,” 
the refusal to fieht in any way,

Bills, which are aimed at a Malanazi dic- 
{atorship in our country.”

In Blocmfontein, the new president. 
weneral of the African National Congress, 
A. J. Luthali, told a meeting: “ Our aim is 
partnership within the framework of the 
Union, on the basis of mutual respeet.”

Ghey unjust laws,” 

At the World Council of Churches meets 
ing at Amsterdam in 1448, delegates of 
every rice and colour together, said, “We 
heave cone together and we intend to stay 
topather.? 


Uneertain volee on war 


On the subject of war, there was, she 
sald, not the same stvaneth of ussertion, 

In spite of unequivees! candemnatian of 
wac by the Lambeth Conference fn 180, 
amd by the Methodist Conferences in 1986; 
and although the World Conference of the 
Chorehita nt Oxford in’ 1937 said the uni- 


yeraal Church must “pranounce a candaim- 
nation of wor unqualified and unrestricted, 


when the British Council of Churehes 
Commission published its report “The Mra 
of Atomic Power” in 1946, its members 
confessed: 


“We do uot believe that the Chureh 
is able with its present insight to pro- 
nounee helween one alternatives.” 
This contradiction was honestly reported 

from the World Council of Churches git 
Agnsterdam in 148 where it was unani: 
mnously proclaimed that “War is contrary 
to the Will of Gow’ and at the same time 
adnitted that there were three views on the 
duty of a Christian in) regacd to war-— 
a triclemma nol a dilemma,” 


There could be no doubt the leaders of 
the Churches do sincerely want peace, 
But the fact thal we have nol peace means 
the Chureh has not spoken effectively. 
Christians should consider what they 

mean by peace, Missy Stewart urged. 


"De we think of jt as some desirable 
atate of saciely in the future ta be achjeved 
by any kind of method, moral or immoral? 
Or is peace determined by haw we do things 
here and now?”
